It is noted that the Department is not pre- 
pared to approve the admission of this pupil to the St. 
George's School at present as she is of the Roman Catholic 
Faith. I may say that 1 had assumed that Elizabeth 
jJargaret had been accepted into the Anglican Faith in the 
same way as her sisters, who were entered into the Lytton 
School. 


The father of this girl, Raymond Nahanee, 
after divorcing his first wife, married an Indian girl who 
had previously been a pupil of the St. George's Indian 
School. Raymond Nahanee is presumably a Catholic, but 
acquiesced in the desire of his wife to have the other 
children, who had been baptized as Catholic, readmitted into 
the Anglican Faith. 

I wrote to the parents following receipt of 

Mr. Phelan's letter, and am now advised that they wish 
Elizabeth Margaret to be accepted into the Anglican Faith 
in the same way as her sisters. I am notifying the

Her 
sister, who lives in Seatle writes, as! if she may go to be 
near her, She says she has no difficulty obtaining a position 
as a domestic in a good home, The girl, herself, is anxious to 
to go. She is from Hazelton, and I am firmly of the opinion that 
if she goes home to Hazelton, she will not have the ghost of a 
chance to keep straight. Her mother has a poor record, and she 
lives with a man who has a worse record, 


The Superintendent at Hazelton is a new man, and 
would not know much about the girl. 


I am enclosing a letter in answer to one I wrote 
to the girl's sister. 


I would recommend that this pupil be allowed to 
go to her sister. I would see that she is properly outfitted with 
clothes ete., and see that she meets her sister in Vancouver, if 
my recommendation meets with your approval. In regard to her 
academic standing; she came to us rather late in life. She is in 
Grade seven, but she wont go much further, as she is rather dull. 
She has, however, received a good training in housekeeping, and 
should do well in that capacity.

The Lepartment is making special efforts to improve 
the instruction in manual and vyooational training for boys in 
the Indian schools of British Columbia. If this phase of our 
educational programme can be made more effective, it will 
greatly benefit the Indians of the ’rovince. Most residen- 
tial schools have a workshop or other space that can be used 
for vocational training. If steps to improve the workshop 
facilities should be taken at the St. George's Indian Kesiden- 
tial Sehool, please cooperate with Mr. Indian Agent Graham 
with a view to making & recommendation to the Department. 


A thorough course in oarpentry is the present aim. 
To this end, Mr. Commissioner bitehburn has been authorized 
to supply benches and tools and there has been directed to 
you a text on manual training, job sheets in woodworking and 
@ publication on how to work with tools and wood. Further, 
you have been authorized to present to Mr. Agent Grahan 
reasonable accounts for materials with which to work. 


The Department is desirous of having a qualified 
{nstructor for this work at all schools where this special 
training is being undertaken. Some schools have on the 
staff an officer who is well qualified for the activity and 
who oan be released from other duties for the manual training 


clasees. I understand there are summer courses for instruc- 
tors in manual training in Vancouver and Victoria. Other 
Indian sohools are so situated that they oan secure the 
services of instructors from municipal schools. In this case, 
classes are held two or three times per week. The Department 
would like to know what arrangements you have made, or can 
make, for this important work. Do not hesitate to enlist the 
cooperation of Mr. Graham, if the Department can be of any 
assistance.

The Marks and Numbers of Packages must be shown on the Invoices in such a manner as to indi- 
cate the quantities and values of the Articles comprised in each exportation package, the packages to 
be legibly marked and numbered. 

In the column marked “Fair Market Value as Sold for Home Consumption at Time Shipped,” 
quote credit prices at which the same goods are sold in like quantity and condition in your district. 
The other columns are to be used for price at which you sell to Canadian Purchaser.

I trust you will see fit in the near fute 
ure to be able to allow us the needed equipment, and also the 
extra salaried mane. When the Department is ready to do this 
I shall be pleased to put this instruction into action as I 
realise the necessity for a thorough training for the equipping 
of the children to enable them to take care of themselves when 
they return to the reserves and make homes for themselves.

The Department has received a report from Mr. 
Barry, Inspector of Indian Schools, on the vocational train- 
ing work being carried out by the pupils of St. Georce's 
Indian Residential School. He states that, while the course 
followed is that approved for use in the provincial schools, 
too much attention is being paid to the actual scientific 
work of manuel training. He also states he discussed this 
matter with Mr. John Kyle, Orcanizer of Technical Instruction 
for the Provinciel Department of Nducation, ond that they 
both agree that in Indian schools it is » mistake to keep the 
boys at such elementary work for a lengthy period. They 
feel it would be much better to show them how to use the 
tools, and then to put them to the actual construction of 
useful articles. Mr. Barry states thet he expleined this 
to Mr. Batchelor, the Instructor at the school. 


The Department is not prepared to furnish an 
electric lathe and band saw. vr. Kyle, who is an expert 
on manual training, and whose opinion 1s of vslue, has 
pointed out that the use of lathes and band saws are not 
what is wanted in the teaching of manual training. He is 
of opinion that the boys ought to be taucht the use of 
tools which they will be using when they leave school. 


The Department will place an order with the 
Government Stationery Office her to supply asbestoslate 
blackboard, 12' x 4', ne recommended by Inepector Barry for 
use in the manual training shop. 


You may arrange to purchase a quantity of 
lumber for the construction of drawing benches, to e cost 
not exceeding approximately $15. It 146 understood that 
the boys will be able to make these benches if the lumber 
4s supplied. After the purchase hae been made, please 
forward ean account, in duplicate, properly certified, 
covering the cost.

I felt the work exhibited by these Schools was far in excess 

of work which should be done for the length of time the Manual 
Training course has become « factor in cur School Education. 

I thought there was too much highly polished furniture and not 
enough elementary work on exhibit. Again, 1 pointed out that 
with only two boys in St. George's School who were over fifteen 
years of age it was a physical impossibility for us to compete 
with classes ranging in number from ten to twenty. I also 
pointed out to him that we had too much other work in anual 
fraining for the boys to do without confining our whole year to 
Exhibition work. 


I am sure you can readily see for yourself by the 
enclosed list of Manual Training Room production that we are not 
confining .ours@lves to those courses stipulated by the Cryaniser 
of Technical sducation. We are using ten models only in which 
to acquaint the boys with the tools, then branching out into 
heavier and more practical work. 


This year I have mapped out a course ior the 
Manual Training shop which includes building cof irrigation 
fluses, making of gates, making rustic chairs etc. etc. ‘This 
I think is much more practical for the boys of this district 
and much more valuable to them, than the making of highly 
polished furniture. 


We shall be working on the butcher's shop shortly, 
and this will help to increase their knowledge of builaing-

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EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF INSPECTOR G. H. BARRY 
HIS INSPECTION OF THE LYTTON INDIAN RESIDENTIAL 
HOOL ON DECEMBER 18th AND 19th, 1933. 


Original on #165-0-6. 


While Mr. White's work may be considered satisfactory 
and even good by the Principal, I am verfectly satisfied 
that far less time should be devoted to the drawing of 
detailed geometrical drawings of the articles to be con- 
structed, and far more of the time spent in the actual 
handling of tools and the construction of articles which 
the boys may wish to make after they leave school. I 
have had so many talks with the Superintendent of Techni- 
cal Instruction, Mr. John Kyle, over the best methods of 
instructing country boys, Indians or otherwise, that I 
know this is also hie view. He and I agree that rough 
working sketches WITH DIMENSIONS are all that is required. 
The keeping of young boys at drawing boards during Manual 
Training periods leads me to conclude that the Instructor 
does not understand what is required. I have tried my 
best to point out to him that Indian boys do not require 
the same work as do boys in the Provincial High Schools. 
If the present Instructor is either unwilling or unable 
to change his methods by the time of my next inspection, 
I shall have to ask the Department to take the matter up 
with the Principal. If the manual Training given in 
the Residential Schools is not that which will fit the 
Indian boys for after school conditions, the sooner the 
Department saves its special erants for this purpose 
the better.

If you feel that the value of the course 
could be improved, you should state in what manner you

In addition to the above, you should let me 
know what is being done at your school to carry out the 
instructions contained in circular letter of March 18, 
1931, a copy of which is enclosed.

Because of so much alfalfa grown the school keeps 4 small apiary 
whereby the boys receive instruction in bee nusoanary-e bees uo very 
well in the Dry Belt of #ritish Columbia and could be maae yuite a 
payable investmnet 


The Indian craft of basketry which in this section of b. C. and 
es,ecially among the Lower Thompson Tribes became advanced to a very 
high standard of craftmanship and Indian art. It is now graduaily 
pecoming a thing of the paste I therefore feel that interest should 
again be aroused and provision made foran Indian woman to spend a 
short time each year in the school teaching the children in order that 
this craftsmanship might be perpetuated. ‘he Indians could make 
quite a bit of this work, catering to tourist trade and the art 
therefore should not be allowed to become extinct. ‘he Department 
would do well therefore to tuke some arrangement whereby this aying 
craft should again be revived-

Boys- 


There are 62 boys receiving vocational training- 
Manual Training Departments 


56 hours per week. 20 boys per month are rotated in this 
Department, repeating once every three monthse List of work cone 
enclosed on a separate sheet. 


56 hours per weeke £6 boys are rotated each monthe the farm 
is divided into the following departments:- tne dairy, 8 voys; 
gardening and fruit-growing, 4 boys; general farm work, 14 boys- 

The general farm work includes blacksmith shop, tractor and motor 
repairs, farm implements and general repairs, covering 640 hours 
during the year» Cleaning and treating seed grain, cutting and 
treating seed potatces, 500 hoursy Spraying and pruning, 446 hours. 

The work in the aairy includes care and feeding of cows in 
general, making an individual study of production, weigning of milk, 
value of feed ana milk ascertaining the ability ol the cow to ,;a4y her 
way; Care and sterilization of utensils; care of milk, making &@ 
study of means by wnich to keep down bacteria growth; sequence in 
breeding for production and testing; R-O.l. tests are made every 
six weeks by Dominion Inspectors. 

Hogs - purebred berkshires are grown, srecially teaching the 
boys to make the best advantage of pasturage ana general feeding to 
produce a choice hog in the shortest possible time. 

Special seed plots are maintained in order that a high stanaara 
of seed should be produced, thereby assuring continuation of high 
production. Seed plbdts of beans, mangels, corn, potatoes. The school 
ie endeavouring to teach the boys to grow alfalfa seed which in this 
district will be a very decided asset.

2 boys 56 hours a week. Care of boilers ana generating of 
steam; care and running of motors; general plumbing repairs. 


Section C. - General Interest. 


The girls show a general interest in Domestic Science, sewing 
and in keeping themselves neat and tidy and in the general 
cleanliness of household work.e It is generaliy believed by those 
who are in direct touch with them during their scnoos life, they 
would, if given an opportunity, carry this out in their after school 
life. Their interest is especially keen in learning now to cook 
and bake. 

We regret that more music cannot be given the girls as in the 
main tney are musically inclined ana it woule afford great pleasures 
in after school lifes ‘ihe school would welcome assistance financially 
in this regarde 


The boys show great aptitude ana keeness in mechanical and 
carpentry work- We are fortunate at the present time to have an 
outstanding instructor in the hanual Training shope ‘the fact of his 
presence on the staff is due no doubt to general conditions existing 
in the industrial world, as a man of his calibre and ability cannot 
be picked up for the salary afforded by this or any other schoole 
The course in the Manual ‘raining shop is constructed so that it will 
meet with the general needs of the boy's after school lite. 

The above also applies in cunnection with the farme ‘ihe boys 
show general interest in the mechanical work and also in the 
scientitic phase of farm industry on the whole but are not fond of the 
physical labour entailed in the production of hay ane grain and other 
cropse 

the tractor and motor repairs together with the blacksmith shoy 
and repair of farm impleuwents might be extended somewhat but ao not 
feel that a special course in motor mech) sgemmoouic ve mae evessube 
at the present time.

ey General Housework Dbepartmente 


Every morning all girls, excepting tnose .n the kitchen or 
laundry, are detailed for work throughout the school. this work, such 
ae cleaning dormitories, making beds, working in the children's 
dining-room, tidying sitting-rooms, etc-e, is done in the hour between 
Chapel and school time. All the work is supervised by the girl's 
matron who judges and gives marks accordingly, thus encouraging tne 
girls to do their very best. 

On Saturday mornings the girls do housework from 8 aeme till 
12 asm. and the school is scrubbed, swept, dusted, etc., from "top 
to bottom". Therefore all the girls get a thorough training in the 
art of housekeeping. 

One girl each month is given special training in housekeeping 
working in the Residence unaer the supervision of the lead Matron. 
The Residence girl observes and learns the work of caring for a 
modern homee She does fine sewing, cooking for a family instead of 
large quantities such as cone in the school kitchen, and all the 
work connected with nousekeeping to-day 


Domestic Science Special Classes. 


Two afternoons a week the head Matron has svecial Classes tor 
four of the older girls cf the schcol. They are taught tancy 
cooking, making special desserts, bread ana biscuit making. These 
girls have also made suape The laundry Matron who speciailzes in 
rugmaking, takes the Domestic Science girls in that worke 


Fracticai lhursing. 


All the rudimentary First Aid work 15 attenaea to by the 
girl's matron. ‘the attending of sores, Cuts, slivers, bruises, 
sprains, etc. is observed by the senicr girls and when dune by them 
is closely supervised by the girl's matron. 

The girls have organized a Junior Kea Cross Society ana they 
are taught St- John's Ambulance course by the Junior leacher. ‘hey 
learn bandaging, elementary anatomy course, first aid in fainting 
or drowning accidents.

50 percent of this time is spent 
in actual instruction by the Kitchen Matron in cooking- The girls 
ac ull the cooking for both children ana staff, which means they 
prepare 190 to 200 meals three times a daye The other 50 percent of 
the time is spent in preparing vegetables, waching-Up, cleaning, etCe 
All this work is supervised and commentea on by the Matron who 
advises and explains the best methods for doing such worke 


Laundry Department. 


There are 6 girls in A Division and 6 girls in B bivisicn 
detuiled for the Laundry each month. wach girl in each division 
is in the laundry 5¢ hours eaci day except Saturday ana Sunday, 
making a total of 26% hours for each girl each week. The washing 
ana ironing for the children ana the staff, including clothes, 
bed linen, tacle linen, Curtains, EUCe, is done, making over 1000 
pieces going tnrougn the launary each weeke 

1¢ days euch week is spent in rugmakings These rug patterns 
are designed and drawn by the chilaren. ‘he rugs are hocked trom 
old garments which are washed, dyed and made ready for use by the 
girls. Braided ana knitted mats have also been made ana these are 
used throughout the school in bedrooms and bathrooms. 


Sewing Department. 


There are 31 girls in the sewing-room each day, each girl 
putting in about 22 hours a week, as there 15 no work aone on 
Saturday or Sunday. These are some of the things the girls have 
accomplished in this school terms=- 56 Sunday dresses, 185 everyday 
dresses, 72 nightgowns, 535 girl's snirts, 14 boy's snirts, 52 sneevs, 
16 pillow slips, 28 table napkins, 71 aprons, 12 mattress covers, 
72 towels, etce The girls patch, mend und make ull the girls* clothes, 
make all the linen for the staff ana all aepartments throughout the 
school such as doctor's towels, dishtowels, etce ‘They have made 
surplices and chapel collars for the choirs Formerly the girls knitted 
the boy's socks, now they re-foot them, but they confine their knitting 
to fancier articles, such as scarves, tams, sweaterse ihe girls are 
taught to embroider and tc crotchet.

Dear Mr. Lett: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
8th instant, in which you discuss the desirability of 
proceeding with the construction of a log house at the 
St. George's Residential School. 


I am personally very much interested in this 
proposal, and I consider your suggestion - that a couple 
of senior girls be placed in a house such as this, with 
a teacher in charge - particularly commendable. I am not 
at all sure, however, that we can seriously entertain the 
suggestion that pupils formerly enrolled at your school 
should be permitted to return to take up special vocational 
training. There are, as you know, a large number of 
districts in the province of British Columbia in which no 
educational fa cilities whatever have been provided by the 
Department. Just so long as such conditions exist anywhere 
in the Dominion, it is exceedingly difficult to justify 
expencitures on what one might term post graduate work. 
There is a possibility, of course, that nirht classes might 
be organized on an inexpensive basis for a number of grown- 
up boys and girls who live in comparatively close proximity 
to your school. 


I was more than delighted to learn of the 
success of your handicraft exhibit at the Coast. I agree 
with you, that revenue can be obtained by girl rraduates 
who are proficient in this work. A number of our Eastern 
Schools are experimenting with hand loom weaving, and I am 
sending forward a catalogue published by the Guild of All 
Arts, Searborough, Ontario. Girls can operate these looms 


after a -

In official letter of October 29, 1940, 
you were authorized to expend approximately $35.40 
in the purchase of hardware for the vocational 
training class at the St. George's Residential 
School. 


On December 16 Indian Agent Strang 
forwarded his voucher No. 6102 for $35.49 in 
favour of McLennan, McFeely & Prior. On reviewing 
invoice No. 83745 attached to the voucher it was 
found that McLennan, McFeely & Prior requested a 
total payment of $36.59. Included in this amount 
was an item of $1.10 for freight and when the 
invoice reached here, attached to Mr. Strang's 
voucher, the item of $1.10 had been struck out 
and the total of the account shown as $35.49. 

The account carried a notation that there was a 

2% discount on $33.10. Deducting 66¢ from the 
account left a balance of $34.83. Cheque 65555 

for this amount was issued and sent to the company 
on December 28.

Mr. H G. Charlton, in his spectal audit 
report on the St. George's Indian Residential School, 
Lytton, B. C.,dated October 9, 1941, submits for depart- 
mental consideration a number of recommendations, the 
adoption of which would in his judzment contribute substan- 
tially to the efficient manarement and operation of the 
school. 


These recommendations vill be sent forward 
to you in due course, but at the moment I am particularly 
interested in Recommendation 17, which rends as follovs:- 


"The Manuel Training section should list 
the current stock of saleable articles--priced 
as agreed upon. A list of additions to stock 
should be furnished monthly. All sales, whether 
for cash or on consignment, should be recorded by 
the counter sales book. These should be in trip- 
lieate--one with the soods, one "ith the office, 
and one with Mr. McLean. Returns to stock should 
he recorféed in the same manner and plainly marked 
*RETURNS?. ALL transactions shoul? *o throuch the 
school books and there should be no senarate 
ventures with separate bank accounts." 


This is the first intimation the Department 
has had that handicraft or manual tr«ining products produced 
at our schools “ere offered for sale throuch the ordinary 
commercial channels, and I find the news somewhat disturbing. 
In the province of Manitoba - and T feel this is also true 
of the other provinces - tne products made at tecnnical 
schools are not offered for sale. A few years azo the 
Labour representatives on the “innipee School Board and in 
the Manitoba Legislature took a strong stand on this cuestion, 
and it was agreed then that no products made in a school 
established for educational purposes and maintained by 
public funds should be disposed of throuch the ordinary 
channels of trade, in competition with the rezulsr supplies 
produced by factories. It is now customary, I understand, 
to have the pupils to a very large extent decide on their 
own projects. “hen a pupil decides to buil¢ * table or 
chair, the material necessary is purchased by the school 
and the task is undertaken by the pupil under the direction 
of an instructor. "hen the article is completed it becomes 
the property of the boy who has made it, after he returns 
to the school the actual cost of the material. Public 
exhibitions at a creat many of these schools ire ~~ id 
annually, but no goods are offered for sale. On the other 
hand, at a number of subnormal institutions throughout the

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Dominion, where vocational therapy is encouraced, annual 
exhibitions or bazaars are held. Inasmuch as the pupils 
at such institutions have been committed for long periods, 
the articles produced are usually sold to visitors and 

the proceeds become part of the re ular school funds. 


[ am anxious that you with your officials 
should work out a uniform olicy that will meet conditions 
in B. C. I am anxious that nothing shoul? be done to 
discoura e in any way or in any sense vocational instruct- 
fon or manual arts at our residential schools, ond T am 
also anxious that these goods should not, except in very 
exceptional cases, be offered for sale. I am afraid that 
4f such soods are offered for sale a number of our residen- 
tial school principals will fine it difficult to resist the 
temptation to produce for profit and thus the pedavogical 
features of manual training would be overlooked or relegated 
to a subordinate position. "here a boat, or boats, have 

een built at a school, I do not sup ose there rould be 
any serious objection to the disposal of a boat to a *roup 
of pupils, who might use it for f shine after their grad- 
uation. Mr. Doucet, with whom I have discussed this matter 
very fully, is of the opinion that the repair of school 
buildings, the production of furniture necessary at the 
school, window frames, tables, etc., should occupy a great 
deal of their time. He is also of the opinion that the 
construction of model Indian homes, where a residential 
school is close to a reserve, might be encouraged, or the 
construction of fabricated homes where a school is not 
near a reserve. 


There is no particular urgency abovt t is 
matter, but it is one that should be reviewed and a definite 


policy worked out, when you and your officials have the 
time necessary to undertake such a task.

I went down and saw Mr. Jones, the Director of technical 
jducation, this morning and received the information you requested. 
He says that they have less trouble with accidents with band saws 
than with circular saws and that it is even less likely that an 
accident should occur with a planer and jointer. with a jointer 
the most serious thing that is likely to heppen is thet 1/8 of an 
inch of the finger might be taken off which would, of course, only 
involve the fleshy part. However, this would only happen in the 
case of gross carelessness. Incidentally you had "pointer" in your 
letter but this was an error in the typing I believe. segarding 
the safety precautions, Mr. Jones said that he tried to insist that 
pupils used power operated mac inery only when in view of the in- 
structor, In addition he said that they secured a considerable 
amount of information from the Department of Labour (Provincial) 
which publishes a nuuber of pamphlets on the use of equipment such 
as is used in the schools. I may say that I also phonea my 
brother Jack who is a shops foreman at the Vancouver Island Coach 
Lines where they have and use considerably a band saw in their 
body repair work. He said that the band saw is far more generally 
useful than a circular saw and is probably loss danverous. in 
addition it is coming into much more general use now, particularly 
since the war. He also thought that the band saw was less dan ;erous 
than the circular saw. Whe wheels over which the saw runs shoulda 
be guarded as should the run where the teeth are going up leaving 
only the opening where the sawing actually takes place exposed. 


I secured from iu. Jones sheets of the equipment reyuired 
for differeut types of technical work, woodwork, metalwork, and 
electricity, Jor Junior and Senior high school, He said that the 
lists were not complete in that the senior High woodwork was missing. 
However I notice that there is a list clipped to the end of the 
Junior High sheets which seems to cover the Senior High so I think 
that everything is there. He promised to send me down 4@ copy when 
he got one so unless there is no difference I shail send it along when 
I get it.

Provision of power tools for the 
Schools of british Columbia 


You have recently requested that we clarify 
the whole situation insofar as the provision of power tools 
to Residential Schools of British Columbia is concerned. 
Therefore, in answer, we would like to point out the following 
general policy which will be followed by the Department in 
this regard:- 


1. MANUAL TRAINING TEACHERS 


The Department will provide power tools for 
manual training shops where the teacher is fully quelified 
and holds the proper teaching certificates granted by the 
Department of Education of the Province of british Coluwubie. 
In all other cases, each individual instructor's qualific- 
ations will be carefully considered before approving 
expenditures for power equipment, 


The grants to be made by the Department for the 
purchase of power tools will be based upon the attendance 
at the residential school concerned. 

2. USE OF POWER TOOLS BY STUDENTS 
It is understood that in the manual training 


shops of the junior and senior high schools of the Province 
of British Columbia, pupils use power operated machinery 


eeeeesese ONLY when in 
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only when in view of the instructor. It is most essential 
that a similar precaution be employed in our schools, 
especially in view of the fact that our manual training 
begins often at an earlier age for Indian boys than for 
boys in the provincial schools. 


INSPECTION OF SAFETY DEVICES 


It is understood that the Workmen's Compensation 
Board of the Province of brit ish Colwmbia will send one of 
their Inspectors to check the installation of these power 
tools and will be glad to give whatever advice is required 
in their operation. In all instances where residential 
schools have such equipment or are installing such equip- 
ment, this service of the Workmen's Compensation board 
should be used. 


SAFETY LITERATURE FROM ‘THE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION BOARD 


It is most essential that all such literature 
receives the fullest distribution throughout the manual 
training shops of our schools using power tools. These 
posters must be displayed in our manual training shops and 
the Inspector of Schools will ensure that this is done. 
Indian agents should @lso check on this practice in their 
visits to our schools. 

SAFETY PRECAUTIONS REGARDING THE USE Wi 


SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 


POWER TOOLS. 


(a) Saws: It is now generally agreed by the various 
Directors of Technical Education for the Provincial 
Departments of Education that there are fewer 
accidents when power saws are used than with circular 
saws, In industry the band saw is more gmerally 
useful than a circular saw and is also less dangerous. 


The band saw should at all times have a guard 
over it, leaving only the opening exposed where the 
actual sawing takes place. boys should not stand 
at the side of a band saw. 
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Planers: It is unlikely that an accident should 
occur when pupils are using this tool. However, 
care should be taken thet the feed is not too heavy 
and that no one stands in front of the plane, 


Jointers: The most serious thing that is likely to 
happen in an accident using this tool is that 1/8" 
of the finger might be taken off, which would of 
course involve only the fleshy part. However, this 
would only happen in the case of gross carelessness. 


The jointer should have a telescopic rear- 
guard as well as a standard swing-guard in the front 
so that at no time any partion of the knife is open 
other than that over which work is passing. When 
using short material, pupils should always use a 
push stick. 


CONC UISION 


It is felt that if the Principals of Kesidential 
Schools aud Indian Agents are all made aware of the above 
precautions, very few accidents should occur in our manual 
trainiug shops. It is realized that this training in 
operating such machinery will be most valuable to our 
Indian students and will enable them to obtain better 
positions in the mills and factories of your province.

We can, however, provide isolation for 
two or three of these cows, and in that way, keep tnem 
for the purpose, perhaps, of getting a few heifer calves 
as well as to keep up our milk supply- 


I have written Dr. Jagger to be prepared to kake a 
blood test, as I have no hesitancy in feeling that you

Just a report on the recent blood test taken to de- 
termine the percentage of cases effected with the 
Bacillis Abortuse I make the following statement. 


Out of thirty one tested there are two positives, three 
suspicious, these, together with five positives not tested, 
make a total of seven positives and three suspicious in the 
barn. i have had a long conversation with bre Jagger on the 
condition of the barn at present, and it is his opinion that 
we ought not to bring in any more cattle, but continue with 
our cleaning up system,for the test shows the disease has 
hot been on the increase, but rather decreasing as the time 
goes by- 


‘wice in sucession our Senior Sire has been a suspicicus 
character and Dr. Jagger feels that this bull should be 
immediately taken out and because of this, i have been in 
touch with mr. P- Moore of the Colony farm, who has been, 
and is now catering to our breeding necessities, and he has 
offered to let me have a young bull who will follow up our 
breeding, and for whom %¢ asks a sum of $50-00, also adding 
that he wishes the bull to be held by the school and 
Colony Farm as joint ownership so that if necessary the bull 
will be available for the show ring, as this year, this young 
individual travelled with nis stock to exhibitions in 
British Columbia.

In answer to your Yequest for a report on health con- 
ditions in the dairy herd at St. George's School, I would 
gay that Bangs Disease ig the only infectious condition 
you have to contend with at the present time. 


In a number of dairy herds we are handling Bang's 
Disease by blood tests every ninety days, segregation of 
the positives in separate pastures and on opposite ends 
or sides of the dairy barn. 


The heifer calves are kept away from the older 
animals until they are ready to be placed in the milking 


herd, 
While this method of handling is not absolute igo- 


lation yet it offers an economical way of handling this 
disease. True one may have occasional breaks under this 
syatem but the blood tests will detect these and it gives 
you reagonable control instead of working in the dark, 


It also gives you a chance to raise a herd of clean 
heifers from your heavy producing cows, 


In regard to the milk from the positive cows being 
dangerous and liable to produce undulent fever in the 
human, I do not think you need have any worry in that 


regard. 

The people of the world have been using milk from 
cows affected with Bang's Disease for ages. The number 
of known cases are few in comparison with population and 
not many of these can be traced directly to milk con- 
sumption. 

Undulent fever is more of an occupational disease, 
affecting those coming in actual contact with the diseased 
animals and most of these cases seem to be traceable to 


infection from hogs or pork. The porcine strain of 
organism seems to be much more virulent for the human than 


does the bovine organism. 


In any event the milk can always be made safe by 
pasteurization. 


The question of sterility in dairy herds is one that 
gives a great deal of trouble and loss of dairy time.

Sterility was formerly looked upon as a part of 
Bang's Disease but since we atarted to use the blood 
test for Bang's Disease we find that there is just about 
as much sterility in the negative animals as there is 
in the positives. 


I have been in close touch with the question of 
aterility for the past fourteen years and find that over 
ninety percent of the cases are due to various ovarian 
conditions. These ovarian troubles are a seperate con- 
dition having nothing to do with Bang's Disease. 


In order to keep a dairy herd in good production 
it ig necessary to have the herd checked up for ovary 
troubles. This examination gives you the following in- 
formation. 


let: Each animal is examined for pregnancy seven to 
eight weeks after breeding. If she ig not preg- 
nant it gives information on the condition of the genital 


organs. 


2nd: It reveals the actual conditions of those animals 
giving trouble as a result of ovarian diseases and about 
eighty percent of these can be corrected. 


3rd: It saves a large loss of dairy time by picking out 

and treating those cows and heifers that are 
served and stand for several months without showing signs 
of eatrum although they are not pregnant. 


In other words it is good herd bookkeeping and 
lets you know what each animal is doing instead of working 
in the dark. 


You have been very fortunate in not having much 
udder trouble in your herd. 


The above outline coupled with the recent report 
on the herd blood test, I believe, completely covers the 
situation at the present time.

All the 
Symptoms I could find were stiffness in the legs, and pain iff 
Almost any part of the body was touched. There was no patches 
on. the. body,..no..discharge from the eyes, no cough and no. 
diarrhea,..in fact..the. stool was normal, though in one hog.I 
thought..there was.constipation. They had a normal appetite. 

The hogs.were fed on garbage fromthe institution,..mixed 
with..shorts...... The. garbage. was..well cooked....The older fat hogs, 
the..boar.and.sows,..which have.all been quite well, (except..one 
sow...that..ur,..Lett.said..dicd.a.month ago,..but..in.a different manner,

There is no question that the organism producing 
that disease was isolated by Dr Bruce, as, otherwise, he 
would not have come to that conclusion. I may say, however, 
thet it is not unusual to find that organism in the tissues 
of our domestic animals even though the dis e may not be 
present. This is due to the “act that this particular 
organism only becomes disease producing under certain 
definite conditions.

Regarding the barn situation here and the 
reports which I have received from the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. The Department of Agriculture 
stipulates the dividing of the herd as a necessary method 
of dealing with the disease prevalent. We are unable to 
do this having no second barn on the school farm, nor 
any means of dividing the pasturage.- 


We are however, with what isolation 
available, making the best of the situation, keeping 
our calves away from the main herd and will if possible, 
isolate these in the pasture. 


We are also butchering wherever possible 
and note that the Department calls for a quarterly 
blood test of those cattle not affected. 1 shall, 
therefore, ask Dr. Jagger to make these tests as he is 
the most capable veternary to whom we have acesse We 
have still six cows reacting to the test and shall 
exercise every care to keep them away from the remainder of 
the herd and also in so far as it is possivle, keep the 
milk supply from these cows out of the school.

Dear Sir: 


A letter has just been received from 
Rev. Mr. Hives, Principal of the St. George's 
Residential School, which reads, in part, as 
follows: 


"The matter of obtaining meat is a very 
serious situation, and yet it should not be, and 
would not be if I had a thousand dollars to buy 
twenty head of cattle. Instead of which, I have to 
sit by and see the Jew come in and buy them from the 
Indians. If there is a thousand dollars in the coffers 
of New England Company, I do not know of any better 
way it could be spent than by buying cattle. We 
have the feed to fatten them, and there is no more 
profitable way of disposing of cattle feed than by 
feeding it. If therefore you can possibly send us 4 
thousand dollars from New England Company fund, will 
you please write me by air mail, so that if possible 
T may get ahead of the Jew and safeguard our meat 
supply for the winter." 


It is rather difficult for us to decide if 
it is either advisable or necessary to make the 
expenditure requested by the Principal. The last 
information that we have regarding the livestock at 
the St. George's School indicated that there should 
be sufficient to meet the needs. I should appreciate 
very much having your comments on the Principal's 
request.

Replying to your letter of the 26th ultimo, 
File 165-0-14, with reference to the supply of cattle 
to St. George's Indian Hesidential School, I enclose 
herewith copy of Mr. Hives' letter of the 2nd instant 
to me, andto advise that he called on me yesterday 
when this subject was discussed at some length. 


There appears to be a shortage of beef in 
western Canada and, at the prevailing high prices, 
it is not likely that this situation will improve to 
any appreciable extent for some considerable time. 


Mr. Hives states that he is in a position to 
purchase beef cattle from Indians in his locality at 
a fair price and has plenty of feed on the sehool farm 
to make the feeding of the cattle quite profitable. 


Under the circumstances, if the funds could 
be provided, I am prerared to recommend that Mr. Hives 
be given the $1,000.00 with which to purchase cattle 
up to that amount as opportunity arises. I suggested 
to Mr. Hives that, as he has the necessary lands, range 
and other facilities available to raise beef cattle for 
school purposes, he should proceed to do so, using the 
amount required, if provided, to some extent to purchase 
foundational stock.

advised Reverend Principal Hives to get in touch with 
the Agassiz Dominion Experimental Farm when they are 
fit for sale as they would, no doubt, be able to put 
him in touch with prospective purchasers. 


Mr. Caldwell states that while the 
Stallion is registered, two of the young mares are 
eligible for registration put certificates have not 
yet been obtained, and mr.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
February 22, in which you intimate that you have 
for sale one Clydesdale stallion and three pure- 
pred young mares. 


I can personally see no objection to the 
disposal of these horses, provided you are convinced 
that Clydesdales are no Jonger serviceable in the 
district. If these horses are to be sold, however, 
4t has occurred to me that it might be more profitable 
to dispose of them in B. C. rather than on the prairies. 
Freight rates are high and «e are being constantly 
reminded to do everything humanly possible to avoid 
unnecessary railroad traffic.

I am enclosing herewith, for your inform- 
ation, om of a letter received by this Pranch from 
the Principal of the St. George's Residential School. 


I can see no serious objection to the 
disposal of the surplus horses at this school, provided 
you are convinced that Clydesdales are not serviceable 
in this particular district. I have been informed by 
one of the officials here that the same matter came 
up a number of years 820. The Indians at that time 
expressed a desire to secure Percheron rather than 
Clydesdale, not because Clydesdale were not suitable 
for ordinary farm work but because they were too slow 
for riding. In any event, if the horses are to be 
disposed of, it would be desirable to dispose of them 
in B. C. and thus save freight charges. If, however, 
there is no market at present available for horses at 
the Coast, it might be advisable to communicate with 
Inspector C. P. Sehmidt, Calgary, Alberta, in respect 
to the matter.

There are three Cadet Corps organized in connection 
with Indian Residential Schools in Military District, No.1ll, 
namely: = 


No. 1077, St. George's (Lytton) Cadet Corps. 
No. 1103, Alert Bay Cadet Corps. 
No. 1293, Coqualeetza (Sardis) Cadet Corps. 


A brief summary of the training carried out at each 
school is given hereunder. 


2. ST. GEORGE'S (LYTTON) C.C. 


St. George's Cadet Corps, organized February, 1923, 
is situated at the Residential School some three miles from 
Lytton, in the interior of British Columbia. The training is 
supervised by the Principal of the School, the Rev. A-R-Lett, 
and assisted by one of the members of the Staff. During the 
School year, 1929-30, 43 boys of Cadet age were enrolled and 
participated in the training. The boys are keenly interested 
in the work. At the annual inspection the results showed sound 
training. The Physical Training and Games, Corps discipline, 
and signalling were very good. First Aid was above the average, 
and the Inspecting Officer presented 21 St. John Ambulance 
Certificates to the Cadets. This percentage, about 50%, of 
certificates for this branch of the work is considered very 
high. 


The boys were instructed in the proper use of .22" 
B.S.A-Rifles and enter into indoor rifle matches with enthusiasm. 


The Principal of the School is keen on the training 
as a whole, not only from the point of view of disciplinary 
effects, but in the production of boy leaders which is the result 
of the training. 


The Corps has shown marked improvement at each annual 
inspection. 


3. ALERT BAY C.C. 


Alert Bey Corps, organized in November, 1925, is 
situeted near the northern end of Vancouver Islend, at St. 
Michael's Indian Residential School, Alert Bay, B.C. The train-~ 
ing is supervised by the Principal of the School, Mr. F.Earl 
Anfield, and instructed by Lt.Commander J.I.Jordan, RN. (rete); 
both of these gentlemen are qualified in Physical Training and as 
Cadet Instructors. During the School yeam929-30, 56 boys of 
Cadet age were emrolled and trained. 


The Corps is trained along very sound lines, boys 
keenly interested. A trophy awerded for competition among Indian 
School Cadet Corps by the Imperial Daughters of the Empire was 
won four consecutive years by the Alert Bay Corps and is reteined 
by them. The remarks regarding training generelly in para. two 
above are applicable to this Corps. This Corps, during the year 
under review, did not reach its usual high standard due to 
training being hampered by the removal of the entire school to a 
new residence end sickness. 
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4. COQUALEETZA CADET CORPS. 


Coqualeetza Cadet Corps, organized in May, 1926, is 
situated at Coqueleetza Residential School at Sardis, one mile 
from Chilliwack in the Fraser Valley, B.C. The training is 
supervised by the Principal of the School, Rev. G.H.Raley, and 
instructed by Captain Peter F.Pirie, M.M., a member of the School 
staff. During the School year 1929-80, 39 Indian boys were en=- 
rolled and trained. Training is along the lines of "mass" in- 
struction rather than specialization. Very sound work wes 
evinced at the annual inspection. This Corps received highest 
marks for efficiency and will receive the new Shield awarded by 
the I.0.D.E. Provincial Chapter,of B.C. 


The general remarks re training referred to in 
para. two are applicable. 


5. CONCLUSION. 


The work carried out by the Principals and In~ 
structors concerned has an undoubted value, as an interesting 
addition to academic studies to students of adolescent age. 

That the physical education imparted by instructors who have 

had the advantage of attending the Cadet Instructors’ Course 

in addition to the Normel School Physical Training is thorough, 
is particularly noticeable to a visiting inspector at once. The 
advantage of training in First Aid needs no discussion. The 
inherent interest of the Indian boy to hunt with rifles is made 
sefer by proper instruction in the handling end use of rifles. 


As stated before, the Indian boy enjoys the training and the 
results are beneficial.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent's office 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


a® inquest, which may be required by law

Last January I had several interviews with you on the 
subject of certain applications made by His Lordship Bishop Durieu,of New- 
Westminster ,to the Department ,for Indian School purposes. You will remem 
ber that one was for $100 per capita,for 60 children for a Boarding School 


at Squamish. The other was:that the present very insufficient allowance, 


to St. Mary's Mission School ,be increased from*60 per capita,for 60 child 
ren, to $100 per capita for the same number of children. 

You seemed very much interested in whatever inforthation I could give 
you and with the figures of statistics prepared from annual Reports ,to 
support both these applications. From Table of Indian population,which I 
had compiled, you clearly saw that the school at Squamish is very much need- 
ed. You were also shown that in British Columbia it is not possible to 
keep up an efficient boarding school,one that would be a credit to all 
parties concerned,with a per capita allowance less than Saye $100.and hence 
the necessity of doing more than is at present done for St. Mary's B. Sehi. 

From what I could judge, during the conversation,with you,you seemed 
to enter into our views and expressed the wish to aid us,and you promised 
to recommend our needs to the Hon. the Superintendent Gen. of Ind.Affairs. 


You may realize how digappointed the Indians were here,as well as ourseihv eg 


when the @eerb Gvernment refused the grants for Squamish and for St. Marys, 
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“’é been given to understand that it was an impossibility for the Governm't 
to grant anything this year ,we were resigned to the refusal. As,however,a 
certain other schoolof this province,which had already a very full allowance, 
was,this very year,granted an increase in its annual grant,it seems hard to un- 
derstand why our applications,so reasonable,wreew were totally disregarded. 
Now,dear Sir, as the time is at hand when the new estimates are to be pre= 
pared,and as your recommendation in the matter of distribution of funds for Ind. 
Schools is of the greatest weight,I beg to remind you of our two applications, 
and pray that, would consider them favorably and recommend their acceptance. 
Although reffused this year we were given the hope that next year,at least 
the Goverhment would grant our requests.In prevision of obtaining wkakx the re- 
quired grants next year,Bishop Durieu erected a school building,at Squamish ,for 
the accommodation of fifty childrem.Considering that the Government found means 
to materially increase the annual grant to another School,when it fad declared 
that no increase would be allowed,it will surely find means to aid Bishop Du- 
ricu in his undertaking to provide a proper school for those Indians who have, 
so far, been neglected. It lies with the Government Now to help the Bishop to 


provide the necessary food and clothing for the intended pupils. Less than that

I have the honor to report ,as directed by you, regarding 
the petition sent to the Department by the Squamish Indians 
requesting the conversion of the Indian Boarding School at 
Squamish into an Industrial School. 

I visited the institution on Friday March 17,inspected 
the pupils and the premises very carefully,and found all clea 
bright,and in good condition. But for the following reasons I 
could not recommend the Department to grant the prayer of the 
petition: 


First--I do not consider the situation suitable for an 


Industrial School.Not sufficient land, there being only 14 


acres,and only part of that suitable for cultivation,and this 
is close to the City limits of Nopth Vancouver,which is puild 
ing up very fast,and an Industrial School is not best so 
close to a town. Then,as is the case with the Indians on the 
False Creek Reserve,I fear it will only be a short time be- 
fore the town people of North Vancouver will agitate for the 
removal of these Indians from their town,thus to spend a 
large sum of money there would be unwise. 

Secondly--The present puildings are not sufficient to carry 
on an Industrial School, and suitable out-buildings would be 
required. 

Thirdly-- The Principal and Staff do not wish the change to 
pe made,and the Indians presented the petition without their 


Knowledge. 
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The parents,well to do,who have children in the Boarding- 


School,are supposed to accasionally supply shoes and stock- 


ings,and,once in a while ,articles of clothing.The Indians we 


would like to be relieved of this,and think that the enlarged 
frant for an Industrial School would release them from further 
help. 

The Squamish Boarding School is doing excellent work,the 
children are small,and I would respectfully recommend that it 
be continued as a Boarding-School. 

Should the Department desire to establish an Industrial 
School in this Agency,St.Mary's Mission on the Frasér,is in 
my opinion the place. A Boarding School has been operated 
there,for the welfare of the Indians for many years ;where 
there is sufficient good land,and very substantial buildings. 
Te farm is well stocked with cattle,and well suppiied with 


all Kinds of farming implements.

In connection with the above I have the honor to 
forward herewith Mr.Indian Agent McDonald's report of 
the 16th ultimo, No.420/4,and a report, today received, 
from Revd.A.E.Green,Inspector of Indian Schools,B.¢., 
expressing their respective views on the subject. 

On the 14th ultimo,accompanied by Mr.Indian Agent 
McDonald,I visited the Squamish Indian Mission Boarding 
School where I found everything in perfect order, the 
dormitories sweet and clean,the pupils all looking 
healthy and satisfied with their condition,and reported 
to be giving very good satisfaction. There were at that 
time 31 girls and 26 boys being cared for and educated. 
During portion of the day I was present at their educa- 
tional exercises,when their performances in the differ- 
ent branches being taught were oreditable. 

In my conversation with the Sister Superior I 
learned that the proposition in regard to the conversion

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of the boarding school into en industrial school did not 
emanate from the management but from some of the Indian 
parents who have, from time to time, been in the habit of 
supplying extra clothes and boots,&c.,for their children, 

These Indians are pretty well off and like to see 
their children well dressed,&c., Some of them,it seems. 
object to so contribute,although they realize that the 
amount paid for the support of their children at the 
boarding school is not sufficient to admit of anything 
but the bare necessaries in the line of food and eloth- 
ing being furnished by the Management. 

They have been informed that the per capita allow- 
ance for Industriel Schools is much greater than that 
for Boarding Selools ana thirk that if their children 
were pupils of the former they would not require contrib 
utions of clothing,be it ever so little,from their 
parents. There are some no doubt,who, taxing a more 
broad minded view,would be pleased to have their echil- 
dren instructed in all the Industrinl branches ,&c. ,&c. 

The present pupils are all very small and for rea- 
sons given in Mr.Inspector Green's report I would not 
recomend that the proposed change be carried out. 

Should it,however,be contemplated to establish 
another Industrial Sehool in the Ageney I have no hesi- 
tation in enaorsing the sugeestions of the Agent and the 
Inspector that it be located at St.Mary's Mission which 
on account of facts stated is in every Way suitable for 


the maintenance of such an establishment.

* EXAMINALION 


The reading was very good; spelling was also 
good; geography, arithmetic, history, drawing and writing, and 
hygiene were satisfactory. ‘The singing of the pupils was 
excellent. Calesthenics are practised. Books, maps and all 
school requisites are provided. 


The British Columbia Course of Study is 
followed. On the whole the work of the pupils was very satis- 
factory. It is encouraging to find the teachers taking such 
an active interest in the welfare of the children. 


Last June Florence ‘thomas passed the Intrance 
to High School, and she is now taking a Commercial Course in 
North Vancouver High School. This girl ranked very high in 
her Entrance work. Of all the pupils who wrote at the City 
of North Vancouver, she was third in the list. ‘he women of 
the Catholic League gave a prize of $65.00 in gold to the 
pupil submitting the best composition on the Confederation of 
Canada. In competition with the white children, Florence ‘Thomas 
won this prize. 


Five of the pupils of this school are prepar- 
ing for the Entrance Examination to take place next June.

I heve hesitated to make any 
unpleasant representations regarding this School but this 
increase in grant gives me the opportunity of pointing out 
that the pupils are insufficiently fed,and respectfully suggest 
that any increase is contingent upon a great improvement in 
this respecte 

It is difficult to keep a close 
check on the food supply as officials are courteously but none 
the less effectually prevented from any close investigation 
and one is naturally desirous of avoiding any unpleasantness 
with the reverend principal who has been in charge so long. 

The only meal I have actually seen 
was one at mid-day which consisted of a piece of bread and a 
raw carrot. It may have been a fast day, and I have not since 
peen successful in actually seeing a meal on the table. 

Chief William of Squamish Reserve 
advised me that he sent his son to the school and in one 
month lost ten pounds in weight and stated that during this 
time was not given a bath. The Chief is quite reliable but the 
boy may have exaggerated about the lack of a bath. 

Andrew Paulll states that children 
whose parents live on Mission Reserve run home at recess to 
get food.He asked me to report on this matter but he emaggeer- 
ates everything so much that he defeats his own object. If 
even a tenth of his statements were correct,the situation 
needs remedying. 

Miss Gerry, travelling nurse has the 
same difficulty as I have in investigating anything at the 
School and she reports that the food supply is unsatisfactory. 

Mr.G.Barry,Inspector of Schools,who 
recently made his first visit to Squamish School,reported that 
the children should have more milk and eggs 50 evidently the 
appearance of the children prompted this report as I aid not 
see him before he visited the School. 

If the Principal has not already been 
advised of the increase in grant I respectfully suggest that 
she be advised that it is conditional upon her giving Miss 
Gerry full authority and cO-operation in examining the food 
at any time. If there is nothing to be remedied,the Principal 
can have no objection.

I beg to advise that the Squamish Re- 
sidential School has its full complement of pupils and 
there are ten others, mostly orphans, who should be places 
in the School if accommodation can be found for them. The 
Reverend Principal states that by placing the Sisters in 
another building on the property, room could be made for 
at least ten pupils in the rooms occupied by the Sisters 
at present. If the Department would increase the grant 
to include these pupils, it would take care of a number of 
children who have been left without their parents' pro- 
tection. I understand that it has been suggested in 
other Agencies that those children who come from good 
homes be returned to them to make room for such cases as this, 
but it would be impossible to find any homes in this Agency 
where the children could be returned without detriment.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 4rd instant advising me that the pupilage of 
Squamish Residential School could not be increased as 
requested to sixty. 


I have duly received your advice of July 14th, 
File 167-1-3, instructing me that the pupilage had 
been raised to 55 and the per capita grant to $170.00. 
The School authorities have been so advised and also that 
it was contingent upon an improvement in the food supply. 
I may say that the Principal, the Reverend Sister Mary 
Amy, is absent on extended leave and the acting principal 
is co-operating whole-heartedly in this matter. The milk 
and egg supply have been doubled and meat is now given 
at least once and sometimes twice a day. Vegetables and 
fruit have also been increased and if the present 
standard is maintained, the children will be well fed. 
The Principal advises me that she is distinctly dis- 
appointed that the pupilage is not raised to sixty and they 
have re-arranged class rooms and sleeping accommodation 
so that a number of orphans can be accommodated. The 
Principal says that when the Deputy Minister visited the 
school last, they were advised that if room could be 
found for sixty pupils, the grant would be raised 
accordingly. I do not know when this took place, certainly 
not since I have been agent here so I am only repeating the 
Principal's statement. 


However, if your decision could possibly be 
re-considered in view of the number of applicants awaiting 
admission and the pupilage raised to 60, it would take 
care of some deserving cases. Of course there are always 
fovr or five at school who do not show on the quarterly 
returns and for whom no application for admission is made. 
There are always a few cases which they feel compelled to 
accept without extra payment. 


As was to be expected, School Inspector Mr.G.H. 
Barry, advised the Principal that bathing facilities were 
inadequate and to ask for further accommodation, There 
is only one bath for about thirty boys and the Principal 
has applied for another bath for the boys. There are two 
baths for the girls. Personally I consider three shower baths 
would be more suitable in every way and would not take up 
any more room than one bath. I mention this as the 
Principal is writing you direct in the matter.

I beg to enclose herewith copy of a 
letter received from the Principal of the Squamish 
Residential School, North Vancouver, which is self- 
explanatory. 


The Sisters have erected a fine building 
near the school where except for the usual night staff 
on duty, they will reside, thus leaving space in the 
school which has been taken up by living quarters. The 
new building is advertized to have cost $55,000.00 
and is much larger than the school itself. 


I realize the necessity of conserving 
funds in each department, and on this account am for- 
warding the request without recommendation. The school 
building is old, and the greatest care has to be 
exercised at all times to prevent fire. 


The standard of education here has pre- 
sumably been reported upon favourably by the school 
inspector but in my opinion it is not much use for 
boys over ten years to attend a school managed by Sisterse 
This is no reflection on the Squamish School Sisters who 
are all earnest, hardworking ladies, but the boys turned 
out from the school are undisciplined and generally of 
little account afterwards. They do pretty much as they 
please at school and need the firmer hand of male controle 
I think the Sisters realize this too, although I have 
never discussed the matter with them.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter dated September 7th, instant, covering copy of your letter 
of the\same date, No.l67-1-1, addressed by you to Mr. F.J.C. Ball, 
Indian Agent at Vencouver, in regard to the proposal to close the 
Squamish Indian Residential School at North Vancouver. 


In reply I beg to say that reply to your letter has 
been deferred for a short time pending the inspection of the school 
by the District Inspector of Indian Schools for British Columbia, 
as I had understood from Inspector Barry that he would be making 
his regular inspection and I preferred to await the result of his 
observations and consider them before replying to your letter. 


I now have the honor to transmit herewith Inspector 
Barry's letter of September 28th, instant, together with his 
report, the contents of which will, it is thought, enable you to 
decide whether or not it would be agreeable to the Department 
that the Church authorities should be approached with a view to 
ascertaining on what terms their new building could be acquired, 
on the one hand and, on the other hand, what arrangements could 
best be suecested with respect to the terminetion of the residential 
school and the adoption of a day school system, in the event of the 
Department abiding by its decision to discontinue the use of the 
old building, or being unable to provide a modern residential 
school building of its own. 


From my own experience 4s Indian Agent for seven years 
in the Vancouver Agency I believe that Inspector Barry has stated 
the position very fairly and sincerely. T gathered, however, 
from our recent conversation during your trip to Victoria that 4 
change of educational policy was being contemplated by the Depart- 
ment in which the Indian Day School system would probably in the 
future be emphasized in preference to the extension of heavier 
expenditures on residential school mainterance and operation. It 
is not quite clear to me whether the proposal to close the Squamish 
Residential School is related in any way to the policy referred to 
or if guch closure is wholly on account of the reported condition 
of the old building. As the latter appears to be the case, it is 
corsidered that the reshingling and improvements to the old build- 
ing which have been recently done &s recited by the Inspector would 
seem to justify the Department at least in permitting the reverend 
Sisters to carry on at the old building for a sufficiently suitable 
time in which to enjoy the benefit of these improvements.

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I can say without hesitation that during my tenure 
of office at Vancouver I was greatly pleased with the excellent 
service given at this school. The general progress, the homelike 
atmosphere, the kindly treatment of the children, the generally 
carefree demeanour of the pupils, as well as the absence of 
trouble such as truancy or lack of discipline were marked 
features of this institution. The Inspector has found similar 
conditions there and has reported on them. For these reasons I 
feel quite reluctant to recommend any drastic changes that would 
possibly leave the Sisters beyond the pale of some form of 
recompense by way of ensuring the continuity of their school work 
if they are disposed to carry on under the Department's policies 
and direction. 


I shall be pleased to discuss the situation fully with 
Mr. Agent Ball and with the Sisters at North Vancouver, but before 
doing so I would like to have, if possible, the re-action of the 
Department to Inspector Barry's report and suggestions, so that the 
matter might be appreachei from the Department's view point. 


The matter of erecting one or two Indian day schools 
would, in my opinion, have to be carefully approached, inasmuch as 
it would involve a survey of the children who attend the residen- 
tial sehool and of the conditions under which they would have to be 
cared for if the residential school were closed, and such day 
schools established in its stead. 


While Inspector Barry and I are in favor of Indian 
day schools being placed in certain reserves under favorable 
conditions, it should be pointed out that the nearness of the 
Squamish reserves to the Cities of North Vancouver an Greater 
Vancouver makes it necessary to safeguard the pupils by giving 
them the best possible supervision and care, and up to now the 
residential school has afforded this protection.

I have the honour to forward herewith my 
report on the Squamish Indian Residential School, Vancouver 
Agency, which I inspected on September 22nd last. 


This report has been made with great care, 
and deals more with the future of the educational work in 
North Vancouver than with the classroom activities, the 


term's work having only lately been started. 


As you will see from my report I have to 
recommend the taking over of the new building owned by the 
Sisters of the Child Jesus if the Department will not permit 
the work of the Residential School to be continued in the 
old Residential School. This latter building has been lately 
repaired and reroofed, and is I believe in good structural 
condition for some years to come. 


I am quite unable to recommend the erection of 
one or more Day Schools in the Vancouver Agency, as such schools 
would not be able to supply the peculiar needs of the children 
at present attending the Residential School.

by the Department. It would be quite hopeless to teach 
with such poor material without other means, end the 
teacher is using Blackboard methods which I demonstrated 
to her lest year. Grade 1A are reading the Corona Primer 
very well indeed and will finish Primer & by the end of 
December. Some other Readers will then be necessary; but 
the Department does not seem to supply the books I state 
are necessary, so I do not know just what to do. This 
class should read six or seven short First Readers during 
the year. AND THIS IS A MINIMUM. Dr. Gates suggests 
between 15 and 30 during the last few months in Grade 1. 
Number Work: Grade 1B are reading and writing the numbers to 12. 
Grade 1A are working the Combinations and Separations to 10. 
The Department has supplied books called Individual 
Arnthmatics Books A, & B. for this Room; but these books 
are nearly useless, as the work is not taken up in the 
recognized manner, the Combinations being quite separated 
from the Separations instead of being linked with them 
just as closely as is possible. 
The Writing Menuals supplied by the Department are 
not suitable for B.C.Schools, or for that matter for 
any Primary Classes. We have excellent Grade 1 Manuals 
produced here in Vancouver, the Revised MacLean of which 
Book 1 is suitable for the children in this room. 
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Sister M. Catherine is doing very good work 
with these children. I have suggested that 
she use the Beacon Charts as well as teach from 
the Blackboard by the "Look and Say" method. 
This teacher has very good control of the class.

A number of the pupils attending the Residential School are 
orphans, or neglected childten. 

Six of the children come from the MUSQUEAM Indian Reserve. 
The parents of some of the children in the Residential School 
do not reside all the time on the local Indien Reserve. 
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$ The school buildings as previously reported 

are very old. The foundations have however 
been put in fair shape by the staff of the school. This 
was reported last March. 

The roof reported by me as in a very poor 
state of repair has now been reshingled at the expense of 
the Sisters. This is being finished in a few days. It 
was about half completed when I visited the school. The 
men working on the building report that the school was 
built in a very strong manner. This means that when the 
new roof is finished the school will from a structural 
point of view be good for a number of years to come. 

One of the partitions placed in the old building 
by order of the Indian Agent, and recommended for removal 
in my last report, has been so removed. A good Primary 
Classroom has thus been made available as this is being used 
by Sister M. Catherine, as mentioned above, for the Beginners 
and Grade 1 children. The room has a good set of blackboards, 
is well lighted, end has been painted inside. 

A new bath and toilet should be constructed 
on the Boys' side of the school. This was gone into in my 
last report. 


The new roof is costing the Sisters something 


over $310.00 
Manual Training: 


Mr. C. J. Merrick, the late Manual Training 
Instructor of the North Vancouver Schools, has been appointed 
as Instructor here in the place of Mr. R.H.Shockley. 
Reference is requested to my report under this heading made 
after my inspection of May 23rd and 24th of this year. 
The class consists of 7 Juniors who work from 
1 to 2.30 P.M. and of 10 Seniors who work from 2.30 to 5 P.M. 
on Fridays. 
The new Instructor has rearranged the room, 
which is about 50 feet by 40 feet and contains 12 large 
benches, so that he can demonstrate to the pupils and all 
can see him. The Blackboard is now properly located, and 
4s of sufficient size. A good series of Demonstration 
models prepared by the Instructor is on view. 
I have gone into the matter of the course to 
be followed with Mr. Merrick, and have also had conferences 
with the Director of Technical Instruction for this Province, 
Mr. John Kyle, who has helped us with his advice onmany occasions. 
It is hoped that Mr. Merrick will be able to make a success 
of this work. 
The tools are being handed over to his care in 
not better than "Fair" condition. As a matter of fact, I 
was sorry to find that the tools were in such a poor state. 
The last instructor does not appear to have looked after them 
lately. These tools will now be put into as good a condition 
as possible, considering their present state.

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Vocational Training: The girls continue to receive instruction 
in Cooking, Mending, Darning, Sewing, Etc., 

as reported previously. The boys work in the garden, and do other 

work about the school. As reported previously three Singer Sewing 

Machines are in use, and another is needed when there are funds 

for such 4 purpose. 


Health: There is nothing further to report under this heading 
at the present time. The health of the children has 
been good. 


Laundry: There is a definite lack of drying accommodation 

at this school; but I am not prepared to make a 
recommendation for the expenditure of funds on this at the present 
time. The Sisters have provided a new electric washing machine 
since my last report. There are twelve old and ten new tubs in 
use for the washing of the clothes. 


Fire Protection: 


With reference to my last report under this head, 
I may say that I am informed by the Matron that the Fire Chief 
on one of his visits to the school told the Sisters that the 
Fire Buckets were not of much or any use. They have therefore 
been Digcarded. I should like to see these buckets kept filled 
with water, and placed in suitable positions about the building. 
There are eight Soda Type Extinguishers, which the Fire Chief 
has tested I believe. They were refilled in March last by the 
Janitor. Fire Drills are held regularly. The Fire Chief inspects 
about once a month. 


Dorm es: The Dormitories are all very neat and perfectly 

clean. A new small dormitory for six of the 
little girls has been fitted up. The dormitory used by the 
little boys 1s rather crowded, there being 12 beds(Two of which 
are not in use at the present time) and a Sisters bed in a room 
of about 25 feet by 20 feet and of average height of perhaps 10 
feet. I do not think that more than the ten beds used by the 
boys at present should be left hero, the other two being moved 
to the other boys! dormitory, even if that room is fairly full 
now. 


Dining Rooms: I still consider that the children are being 

fed in a very satisfactory manner, and would 
refer the “epartment to previous reports if any information is 
required at the present time about the food. I am informed en 
that my advice about more milk has been acted on, and that the childr 
receive at least a cup of milk each day. 


Farming: There are about three acres of garden and orchard, 

which is very well cared for by the gardener, and 
the boys. Fruits and vegetables of all sorts are growm and used 
by the children in the school. 


Clothing: The children are well dressed in suitable clothes. 
These children are as well dressed, and probably 
better dressed, than 4s the case in any other Indien gehool in B.C. 


Kite hen: This is clean. There is nothing to add to previous 
reports. 
: The water supply is abundant, and is of first 
rate quaittyies it is supplied from the North 
Vancouver City mains. The pressure 1s of course good. 
Light: The lighting is by electricity supplied from 
the North Vancouver City mains. 
Heating: The three hot air furnaces in the basement supply 
sufficient heat to the different parts of the old 
building. The Auditorium Building is heated by a large wood 
burning heater.

The school is being conducted in a very satisfactory manner 

indeed by the Sisters of the Child Jesus. 

These Sisters have made every effort to follow my suggestions 

for the better administration of the school. 

I have never been able to accept the views held by the local 

Indian Agent with regard to this school. He has told me that 

he considers that amongst others the Squamish Indian Residential 
, School should be closed. Why I am quite unable to imagine, as 

it is one of the best small Indian Rsidential Schools in this 

Province. I am informed by the Assistant Indian Commissioner 

that the Department is considering closing this school as from 

the end of June 1934, and have therefore the following recommendation 

to make for the information of the Department. 
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denggsh Rasoamandasions 


Though the old school building here is not very 
well arranged for a school, the newly shingled roof, and the 
newly arranged Primary Classroom, make it possible to carry on 
the school in these buildings for a number of years still. 

The foundations have been repaired as reported at various times 
and the school is kept in a perfectly sanitary and neat state. 
The Manual Training and Senior Grades are accommodated in the 
Auditorium Building, which belongs, I understand, to the Indians. 
The original building of this school was constructed in a solid 
manner, and I have every reason to believe that it will last 
another eight or ten years at least. 


The question arises as to what should be done with the children 
should the Department close the present Residential School. 

In my opinion the provision of a three room Day School, or of 
several Day Schools,would in no way take the place of the present 
Residential School. Six of the children come from the Musqueam 
Indian Reserve, Point Grey, and there are a number of orphans, and 
children from homes where they can not be properly looked after 
at present in this school. The provision of suitable Day Schools 
is in my opinion quite out of the question, as it would take a 
three room school in North Vancouver, and probably two other one 
room schools to absorb the children, and then the orphans,8tc. 
would not be accommodated. 


I wish to strongly recommend that the school be continued as at 
present till the Department finds {itself in a position to build 

a new school for these Indian children, such school to be a modern 
Residential School to accommodate about 100 children. 


If the Department will not consider such a course as that outlined 
in the last paragraph, I would recommend that negotiations be 
entered into with the Sisters of the Child Jesus, and the Roman 
Catholic Church to take over for the time being the new building 
just completed on a site adjoining the old school. 

This new building is of cement and brick veneer construction, 

and has been completed this year at a cost of about $50,000.00 

A photograph of this building which has been designed as a 
PRIVATE SCHOOL and CONVENT is attached for information. 

I have inspected the whole of this new building on two separate 
occasions and consider that there would be plenty of room for 
sixty children. There are two classrooms divided by folding doors 
two large dormitories, a smaller dormitory and a number of small 
rooms for either senior children or the Sisters. There is a very 
fine set of administration offices, and the usual dining rooms and 
kitchens Etc. The whole building is of modern design, and splendidly 
fitted for a School, for which of course it was designed. 

I am of the opinion that very satisfactory arrangements might be 
made with the Sisters to lease this building for the time being, 
till a new Indian Residential School be erected. 


I am quite unabtk to recommend the expenditure of public funds 

on the construction of one or more Day Schools at the present time 
in this locality. 

I do wish to strongly recommend the taking over of the new building 


from the Sisters of the Child Jesus on terms satisfactory to them 
and the Departnent.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of 
our letter of September 7th last requesting a report on 
he Squamish Reserve School building. 


This building has two class rooms 27'x30' 
and 21'x30' respectively, a kitchen, four dormitories, two 
dining-rooms for the children and one dining-room for the 
priest on Mission keserve who boards at the School. There 
are also @ chapel and several other small rooms used for 
reception, sewing, office, etc. 


It is heated by three furnaces, two are in good 
condition, one will need renewing shortly. A new furnace 
was installed last Winter. 


the building is on city light, water and sewage 
systems. 


The Sister of Instruction of the Child Jesus own 
the building and have charge of the school, the Reverend 
Mother Amy being principal since the School was builte 


it was built in 1898 and opened in 1899. There 
are three bath-rooms which are vecidedly inadequate. There 
are four wooden fire-escapes, two being ladders. It is of 
frame construction, is in poor condition and foundations are 
unsound. The building was re-shingled last month, the cost 
being paid from the grant. ‘There are fifty-eight children 
in residence, evenly divided between boys and girls, and 
ranging in age from six to sixteen. There is also a day 
school, the class room being in the Auditorium building 
built four or five years ago from Squamish Band funds. This 
is detached from the main building as are also the laundry 
and living quarters of the sisters. 


Of the fifty-eight children boarding at the 
School, forty have one or both parents living on the 
Reserves at North Vancouver--Mission, Uspilano or Burrard, 
six are from Musqueam Reserve, six from distant reserves 
and six are orphans or have been abandoned by their mothers. 
Of the torty who have parents on the reserves adjacent to 
the school, about one-half of them have no mother to take 
care of them either because of death or living with another 
man than her husband,or in the insane asylum,or too sick. 
These children have fathers living on the Reserve. 


41f the residential school is closed, the 
auditorium referred to above would be large enough to take 
care of all the present pupils as day scholars, certain

present wasted to a large extent. The manual training

The Musqueam Indians have no school. There are 
twenty-four children of school age in this Band, about half 
of them being scattered among various schools. A small day 
school would take care of these. 


If the neglected, orphaned or otherwise uncared 
for children of Squamish Residential School could be 
accommodated elsewhere, the situation might be met by a small 
school being built and equipped on Musqueam Reserve, and the 
auditorium used as a day school, then the present residential 
building could be abandoned. If the auditorium can not be 
used, a new day school building could be erected for $5, 000.006 
The Musqueam School would cost approximately #1,500.00, 


The two day schools would need at least three 
teachers, one of them at Musqueam, the other two at Mission 
Noel. This would mean that the parent or parents would 
have to support about forty of the children at present in 
residence at the school. 


I enclose a copy of Mr.Perry's letter on the 
subject.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your 15/31303 
of September 29th, last, with reference to the proposal 
to close the Squamish Indian Residential School. After 
consideration of your report and that of Mr. Agent Ball, 
which has been received recently, the Department has 
decided that this school may continue in operation for 


the present. Even with the addition of one or more day 
schools to replace this institution, it would be difficult 
to provide educational facilities for a number of the 
pupils who are stated to be orphans. It is noted, from 
your letter, that excellent service is given at this 
school by the Rev. Sisters. In view of the reports re- 
ferred to above, the Department will approve of the 
continuing of the Squamish Indian Residential School in 
operation for the present, and no further action need be 
taken in the matter. Mr. Agent Ball is being informed 
accordingly. 


Further, the Department is not prepared, at 
the present time, to consider the taking over of the new 
building owned by the Sisters of the Child Jesus, a6 
suggested by Mir. Inspector Barry.

In a lefter just received from Indian Agent 
Ball he forwards a request from the Principal of the 
Squamish Indian Residential School for an increase 
in the pupilage from 55 to 60.

Immediately following receipt of your letter of 
February 20th, last, I visited the Squamish Indian Residential 
School and discussed with the Rev. Mother Provincial and the 
Rev. Principal the subject matter of your letter, and Inspector 
Barry's report of his inspection of the School on January 25rd, 
1940. 


The Reverend Sisters assured me that the additional 
fire escapes proposed would be constructed and that the pupilage 
would be reduced in accordance with the wishes of the Department. 
The Rev. Mother Provincial requested that no action be taken with 
respect to a change in the Principalship until after the close 
of the term, when the subject could be fully discussed with 
Inspector Barry.

Dear Wajor MacKay: 


Some weeks ago you asked me to make a brief survey of 
the pupilage of the Squemish Indian vesidential and Vay Schools 
to determine whether or not the children involved could be 
accommodated in a Consolidated Vay “chool. 


The attached nominal rolls of the children now attend- 
ing the Squamish Indian Residential and Day Schools have been 
prepared for me by the Heverend Jister Mary Alix, Principal of 
the schools in question. The following are summaries which it 
is hoped will be of assistance to you and the Department in 
coming to a decision in this matter. 


The Squamish Day School pupils attend the Residential 
School classes and as far as academic work is concerned, receive 
exactly the same education. 


At present there are twelve boys and fourteen girls in 
attendance at the Squamish Day School, while in the Residential 
Sehool there are twenty-seven boys and thirty-four girls. ‘The 
classification of these children by grades is as follows:

It will be seen from the above that the children are fairly 
evenly distribu:ed between the grades, with the majority of 
the Residential School pupils in the primary grades. 


It is of extreme importance in considering the possi- 
bility of the establishment of a Consolidated Lay School to take 
the place of the present Day and Residential Schools to consider 
the home conditions of the children at present on the roll of the 
Squamish Indian Residential School. The following tabulation will 
set forth in a brief manner the information given on the nominal 
rolls:

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From the above it will be easily seen that at least half of the 
boys and about one-third of the girls need Xesidential Sehool 
care in any case.

Briefly, I may say that Burrara /3 Reserve is located in or near 
the Lynn Valley District, some eight miles from the present 
Squamish Residential Sehool. ‘There are good roads joining these 
places. The Nusqueam Reserve is located near Point Grey, sone 
fifteen miles from the present -quamish school, on the Vancouver 
city side of Burrard Inlet. Transportation of the Musqueam chil- 
dren to a Consolidated School at “quamish would involve far too 
erent a distance and also the crossing of the new Lions Gate 
Suspension Bridge. Squamish River Indian Reserve is located at 
the head of Howe Sound, some forty miles by water from North 
Vancouver. where Squamish is given as the location of the home, 
4t should be understood that this includes the local ieserves in 
the vicinity of the present  quamish Indian Hesidential Sehool. 


.ttached you will find «# roll of ten children discharged 
from the “quamish ‘esidential Sehool during the pat year, all 
these children were fifteen years of age or over. two were in 
wade 4, two in Grade 5, three in Orade 6, and three in Grade & 
at the time of discharge. These children would appeer to have 
received on the averace a satisfactory training in the academic 
sub jects. 


T reeret that 1t is quite impossible for me to recommend 
the establishment of a consolidated improved Lay school in North 
Vancouver to tnke the place of the present ~quamish Indian iesi- 
dential and Day Schools. [wo main reasons may be given for this 
eonelusion: 


l. It would be practically impossible to arranje for the satis- 
factory transportation of the children involved when the dis- 
tance to the Musqueam and Burrard /S Reserves are taken into 
account. In no system of consolidation could the children 
from the Squamish iver deserve be included. 


A very large proportion of the children at present receiving 
their education st the Squamish Indian Nesidential Lehool are 
exactly those who, from the nature of their home and family 
conditions, must of necessity receive their education st a 
‘esidential School. 


I trust that the above information will be of assistance 
to you and to the Department in coming to a final decision and that 
the present ‘quamish Indian Residential and Lay ‘chools may be 
allowed to continue to function as such.

Dear Sir: 


I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of Vetober 29th 
regarding the suggestion that a consolidated, improved day school 
be established on the north shore to take the place of the exist- 
ing Squamish Indinn Residential and Day Schools. 


The possibilities in this connection have been care- 
fully considered and the whole question fully discussed with 
Inspectors Barry and Coleman. 


Inspector Barry's report, together with a sketch plan 
of the Reserves served by the existing errangenents, is attached. 


Owing to the widely scattered character of the Re- 
serves from which the pupilage is drawn, the proposed consoli- 
dation would not be practicable. Moreover, » large percentage 
of the children would, in any event, require residential school 
care because of unfavorable home and family conditions. 


It will be recalled that the establishment of a Day 
Sehool on the tusqueam Heserve to care for those children for 
whom there is no room in the Squamish esidentinl “School has 
been provided for in the 1941-42 istimates on Departmental 
instructions. 


I would recommend that the existing arrangements 
be continued.

During a meeting of the Squamish Indian Council on 
the 24th instant, the Chief and Secretary spoke to me during an 
interval regarding the training of the Indian school children in 
farming - not with any idea of making farmers of them, but that 
they would take more interest in using any arable land on their 
Reserves for vegetables, feed, etc., and for raising smaller 
domestic anitals. 


Our Reserves in this Agency are not suitable for 
farming as a livelihood as they are too small and much of the 
land is rocky hillside. 


They mentioned that although the present school 
owned by a religious order is unsuitable for such instruction 
having been built in the City of North Vancouver, the time has 
come for a new school to be built as that school is over 40 years 
old, is a frame building and antiquated, with no proper place for 
exercise or play, and because of its construction is a great 
danger from fire. It is also too near the Reserve and too near 
the Cities of Vancouver and North Vancouver which means that the 
qoects are able to play truant without much opportunity of stopping 

te 
The Squamish Band has a large Keserve of 4046 acres 
at Chekamus No.11l about 55 miles from North Vancouver. There is 
enough good land on this Reserve which could be used for farming 
instruction, and the School would be far enough from the Keserve 
that the children would be under better control. 


I advised the Chief and Secretary that there was not 
much hope of new construction at present, but promised to 
bring the matter before you for consideration if and when the 
building of new Residential Schools is contemplated. If some 
reply to their enquiry could be given, it will be appreciated. 
This matter was not discussed by the éouncil as a whole, as it was 
thought to be one which should not be publicised at the present time,

I have your letter of October 5th enclosing a 
copy of a letter received from Mr. Indian Agent Ball wherein 
he refers to certain suggestions made at a meeting of the 
Squamish Indian Council regarding the replacement of the 
Squamish Indian Residential School by a new school on a more 
suitable site and where instruction in elementary agriculture 
could be given. 


I may say at once that I can see no immediate 
need for a move along the lines suggested. This is not to say 
that our existing setup is not in need of improvement. It seems 
to me, however, that before a decision with respect to any change 
of importance is mde that a complete school survey of the North 
Shore Reserves and possibly the Sechelt Reserve should be under- 
taken. This is not possible with our present staff but could 
receive attention following the appointment of a new school 
Inspector to the existing vacancy.

4. The 5.C."rovineial Police detachment nat 
North VYnaneouver,!!.C. were contacted, who advised that they 
had received the complaint on the let.inst. but had as yet 
not been able to gather any information which would indieate 
who had committed the offence. Arrangements were made with 
this Force to make a check of the Reserve at iorth Vancouver 
the Al. of the 4th.inst., when Indians would be questioned 
in an effort to gather information in respect to this matter.

REFUSED US ADMISSION to the house; in view of this subject's 
demeanour it was decided that a search of the house should 
ve carried out,while the writer returned to North Vancouver, 
u.C. for a search warrant, the other members remained at 

the address. A search warrant was obtained from FPol.lMag. 
P.J.Bayfield and an immeddate search was made of the 
premises referred to. 


6. In conducting the search,nearly all 
the goods which were stolen from the School were recovered. 
Leonard Campbell admitted without any prompting at this 
time that he had been responsible in commiting the offence, 
naming as his accomplice Donald Johuston,who resides on the 
Capilano Indian Reserve. Other articles recovered in 
making $he search included an “lectric Iron (New), two 
automobile Fog Lamps, Flashlights,and a large quantity

7. Leonard Campbell was apprehended at this 
time,and with this prisoner a patrol was made to the Capilano 
Indian Reserve to the residence of thomas Johnston. The 
subject Donald Johnston was questioned as to the part he had 
taken in committing the theft from the School, he readily 
admitted the fact that he had been implicated. A small 
quantity of part of the goods stolen was recovered from this 
address, which ineluded some of the Sr.Sugar,Butter,Lard ete. 
this subjeot wos also apprehended and with Campbell was 
taken to the vrov.Yolice Detachment at North Veaneouver where 
charges were laid by the Provincial Police in ¢onnection with 
the B.".& Theft from the North Vancouver Indian Residential 
School. Che Vvrovinetal Police laid six other charges of 
8.R. & Theft against these two, with respect to the theft 
from Carages,Stores & “arked cars which had ocsurred within 
the past few weeks. 


8. Appearing in court on the Sth.inst. 
the cases against these Juveniles,who are each seventeen 
years of age,was transferred from the Juvemile court to the 
‘olice Court; they pleaded "Guilty" to all the charges,and 
were remanded for sentence to Mondgy the 10th.inst. On this 
date they again appeared,at which time Campbell was senteneed 
to serve one year in the Onkalla Gaol, Johnston was fined 
$50.00, and sentenced to time spent in custody, in default 

of payment of the fine to serve 60 days Oakallina Grol. 


9. Leonard Campbell had a previous 
record of B.& EH. having been sentenced to 18 mo. during 

1946, this however,was reduced to 6 months on appeal. in 
passing sentence,undoubtedly the court took into consider- 
ation the fact that Johnston had nof previous record, coupled 
with the fact that he is a Juvenile.

On checking the return for the quarter 
ended March 31st, 1949, there was an enrolment 
of 77 at the above mentioned school, and an 
average attendance of the same number for that 
particuler quarter. 


The authorized pupilage at this school is 
70, end as the Department expects that there will 
be 500 cubic feet of air space per pupil in each 
dormitory, we wrote Superintendent Taylor and asked 
him to sdvise us of the number of cubic feet in 
the dormitory, in order that we could decide if we 
would be justified in requesting the Minister's 
approval to increase the authorized pupilage. 


The information we have received indicates 
that the total cubic feet is 32,767, and on this 
basis there would only be sufficient air space for 
slightly over 65 pupils.

Regarding inspection made this afternoon, in com- 
pany with the Fire Chief, we beg to make a report covering the Fire 
Protection, and respectfully submit sugrestions as follows:- 

FIRE ALARM GONGSs 
“—“In very poor condition. Wiring in places defective 
and circuits installed in series, making upper gongs weak. 

The whole system should be re-wired and present 
electric light switthes replaced by standard Fire Alarm Switches. 

At least two additional gongs should be installed, 
as those on upper floors are small,and we very much doubt if the 
children would be awakened by them in an emergency. 


FIRE EXTINGUISHERS: 

“Tn good condition but need re-charging. These 
extinguishers must be re-charged periodically to be efficient and 
ready for instant action. 


FIRE HOSE: 
The fabric of same is very much deteriorated. 

Should be replaced by hose of less bulk. Present size is very heavy 
and would prove most difficult for a Sister or Child to handle in 
case of fire. 
FIRE ESCAPES; 

— There are no outside escapes. The only way of 
exit is down the stairway. Position of this stairway, through the 
centre of the building, would make this a very risky way of exit in 
case of fire, as the chances are that smoke and flames would make 
descent impossible. Outside escapes should be provided, two from 
the Girls' Dormitory and one from the Boys'. Either permanent stair- 
way escapes, or automatic ladders could be used. 


As suggested by you, we phoned Mr.C.C.Perry, who 
advised our writing you covering a requisition regarding this matter. 
We are sending Mr.Perry a copy of this letter also.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 19th instant, with reference to repairing the 
furnaces at the Squamish Indian Residential School, 
In reply I beg to say that when the aecounts for 
this work come to hand, you should forward them in 


the usual manner to the Department for our consider= 
ation. 


The official name of this school is "Squamish

The toilet system is worse even than that of the 
baths. ‘the boys' toilets are of a very ancient design. They 
gre safe enough from a health point of view; but there is no 
toilet near the boys' dormitory. ‘They have to go down to 
the basement even at night. 


fhe wash rooms on girls' and boys' sides are kept 
very clean. 


Games:- ‘The children play all sorts of games. ‘There is a 
covered shed for the boys. I would recommend that a swing 
and two climbing ropes be authorized. All that is wanted is 
about 50 feet of thick rope.

The attached correspondence has been forwarded to 
me by Mr. Indian agent Ball of the Vanoouver Agenoy. 
I do not know why Mr. Ball wishes me to take the matter of 
the repairs to the two laundry boilers at Squamish Kesidential 
School up with the Department in Ottawa. It appears to me 
to be very obviously the work of the Indian Agent. 


In my report on the S.uamish Kesidential Sehool I 
referred to the laundry in the following terms:- 


Laundry: There are two small boilersheated by a small fire. 
The cement in which these boilers is set is badly 
cracked. There are twelve tubs for washing the children's 
clothes. All the work is done by hand. The drying room is 
heated by a very small box heater. A very moh larger heater 
is badly needed. This would not cost very much, and would 
help to dry the clothes in a much more satisfactory manner.

I beg to report that the enclosed resolution 
of the Squamish Indian Council was discussed but was 
not put to the vote. I pointed out that there were 
no funds available at the present time for a new school 
and that the Department was fully aware of conditions 
at the School and the necessity for a new one when 
possible, but they would have to carry on for the time 
being. 


It is no more a fire trap now than it has 
ever been.. All precautions are taken against fire and 
a new furnace was installed recently. 


Some of the Council reported that the roof 
was unsafe. Would it be possible to have the Public 
Works Department make an examination of it? I can 
not say personally whether there is any danger, but 
I think it is largely imaginary. 


Of course many things could be pointed out as 
needing repair or re-building, if funds were available. 


Regarding the question of returning children 
home who have been brought from other agencies to this 
School, the children have been recruited from various 
places, but on the other hand, some of the Squamish 
Indians are attending other schools. Before the end of 
the summer term, I will look into this matter further 
and make any necessary report and recommendation.

On August 16th I inspected the heating plant of the above 
building. This plant consists of three hot air furnaces, as 
follows, 


1 Sunbeam of 55,000 ft. capacity, 
1 Enterprise of 30,000 ft. capacity, 
1 Vulcan of 30,000 ft. capacity. 


These furnaces are in a very fair state of repair, but under 
the conditions which Shey are installed they would be subjected 
toa large amount of corrosion, as the basement floor is of 

a clayey nature and is not cemented. 


On the “nterprise furnace the outside shell had been cut to 
allow the smoke pipe to pase through, and the hole had not 
afterwards been stopped upe There were also sone parts of this 
casing coming opene I pointed this out to the attendant and he 
promised that he would get sane sheet asbestos and cover them 
upe There were also some small cracks in the frmt, which I 
recommended to be stopped and filled with fumace cemamte 


The Vulcen furnace is new and in good camdition, but there has 
been a new bunker built, one wall of which is much too close to 
this furnace. I pointed this out to the attendant and Mother 
Superior and they promised to remove it to a new position and 
cover the side nearest the furnace with sane 01d sheet iron 
which was on the premises. ‘The smoke pipe from this furnace is 
too close to the woodwork, unless it ig covered with sheet 
asbestos, which I was promised wold be done at once. 


The -unbeam fursace is in good condition, except the firebars, 
and a new set of these have been ordered. 


This is a very old school, constructed of wood, ani every 
precaution must be taken to prevent fire. The whole place is 
in a very clean condition, but has a damp smell which the 
ovenings left in the furnace casings must have conveyed up to 
the building. 


The approximate cost of materials for remirs mentioned above 
is Ten Dollars ($10.00),

With regard the lack of proper accommodstion for the 
senior pupils, dé to report that in my opinion no time should 
be lost in chang the partitions in the upper part of the new 
manual training and pucitorium building. All that is necessary 
is to move the presant partition between the manual training shop 
ten or twelve feet o¥er to the side on wnich the primary room is 
located, snd then mov& the partition of the new senior room to 
a position at right anes end about ten feet into the manual 
training shop from the Sosition formerly occupied by the partition 
between the manual training shop and the primary room. These 
moves which would not cost much will give two sood sized class- 
rooms end a slight emaller manual training shop than we have 
at vresent. Why this was not done at first, a couple of years 
ago, when the senior pupils were brought from the old building 
I do not know. The Indian Agent appears to have arranged for 
the erection of this and another partition, where a very single 
examination of the building would have shown that no such 
partitions should ever have been erected. Neither he nor the 
Department consulted me in the matter ana the conseauent result 
4s that money will now be required to undo the mischief then 
carried out. THIS MATTER IS VITAL AND NEEDS ATTENTION BEFORE 
THE HOT WEATHER. The other new partition erected by the in- 
structions of the Tndian Acent in what wes the old senior class- 
room, see Paragraphs 2 and 3 of my report on this school under 
dete of January 25th and 26th, 1932, should be taken out at once 
and the room used as a classroom for the home study of the 
resident boys. The necessary fire escape ladder recommended 
in paragraph % of the same report has not been constructed and 
will not be needed when this room reveTvs to a classroom, as it 
will not be then any more of a fire trap than the rest of this 
old school. The paracraphs mentioned above are those on the 
page of my last report headed Buildings. 


x x x 


A new bath and toilet should be constructed on the boys' 
side in a room off the poyse' dormitory formerly used by one of 
the staff. None of these recommendations will run into large 
sums of money. Much of the work can be done by the boys under 
a well qualified manual training instructor, and I would ask 
that this be considered in making 9n appointment to such a 
position in the future, should the Department agree with me in 
my recommendation under the heading of manual training below. 


x x x 


Fire Protection: There are two hydrants with hose, 
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which has been tested. There are also eight chemical 
extinguishers, and a number of fire buckets. The ex- 
tineuishers have been tested. THE FIRE BUCKETS WERE EMPTY 
when I visited the school. On the occasion of my last 
inspection, it was found that these buckets were empty, and 
I recommended that they be filled with water, and in some 
cases sand. I also recommended that the shelves on which 
these buckets rested should be lowered so that the big 
children could lift the buckets off the shelves and use 
them in case of fire, which they would not be able to do 

et vresent as the shelves are too high. This was all 
reported to the Department in January 1932; but no action 
seems to have been taken. IT IS VERY IMPORTANT THAT THE 
FIRE RISK BE REDUCED AT THIS SCHOOL. It is a very old 
pbuilding, and if it ever takes fire I do not believe that 
much could be done to save it, even with modern engines. 

It is, therefore, very important that extincuishers and 
buckets be kept charged and available in case of the 
discovery of the beginning stages of fire. There are four 
fire gongs. Fire drills are held regularly and that 
carried out when I visited the school was quite satisfactory. 
The Fire Chief visits the school from time to time. 


Dormitories: All the dormitories are kept ina 
perfectly neat and clean condition. I have made some 
recommendations above as to the creation of two new dormitories 
for the children, one boys' and one girls', in the rooms used 
up to this as dormitories for the Sisters of the Child Jesus, 
who were not actually teaching in this school and who have now 
gone to their new Convent. 


I notice that there are four beds in 
which two children sleep together. These eight small children 
should under the rules of the Department have eight beds, and 
I would ask the Department to enforce this very necessary rule. 
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Sir: 


r. Inspector Barry, in a report on his inspec- 
tion, in reh, last, of the Squamish Indian Kesidential 
School, draws attention to the lack of proper sccom.od~ 

tion for the senior pupils. lle st:tes that changes 
should be made in the p:rtitions in the upper part of 

the new manual training and auditorium buildings. It 
appeors that all that is necessary is to move the present 
pertition between the manual training shop approxim: tely 
twelve feet nearer the side on which the prin ry room is 
Located and to move the partition of the new senior roo: 
to a position at right »neles and about ten feet into the 
mam training shop, from the position formerly occupied 
by the partition between the manual training shop and the 
primery room. The moving of these partitions, which, it 
is considered, could be csrried out with little expense, 
jould give two good-sized classrooms and a slightly 
smaller manual training shop. Further, it appears that 

a partition which was erected in what was the old senior 
classroom should be removed and this room used as a class 
room for the home study of the resident boys. 


The Department does not appear to have any record 
regarding the installing of the partitions as at present 
Located It is considered that the chanye in location of 
these partitions, as outlined above, should be c rried out 
at the earliest possible date, before the hot weather 
begins. No doubt, the work could be performed by the older 
boys, under the supervision of the manual training instruc- 
tor without expense to the Department. Should the boys 
be unable to do this work, I would request that you furnish 
the Department, as soon as possible, with an estimate of 
the cost. 


It is recommended that a new bath ond toilet be 
constructed on the boys' side, in a room off the boys' 
dormitory, formerly used by one of the staff. The Inspec 
tor stetes that the greoter part of the work could be done 
by the boys, under the manual treining instructor. You 

ight inform the Department as to the cost of any materials 
nd any outside labour required in installing the bath and 
toilet. 


I may add that have no funds specially provided 
for alterations or repsirs at this school, and, if any large 
expense is necessary in the movin; of the partitions or the 
installing: of the bath «nd toilet, we would not be prepered 
to authorize sane. 


Mr. Barry found th:t the fire buckets were empty 
when he visited the school. He recommends, also, that

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the shelves on which these buckets rest be lowered, 
so that, in the event of fire, the older children 
could lift the buckets off the shelves - which they 
are not able to do, as at present the shelves are 
too high. The boys of the manuel training class 
should be able to lower these shelves to the right 
height, end you should instruct the Principal ond 
staff to see that the fire buckets are kept filled 
with water and, in some cases, sand, in order that 
they will be ready for immediate use. It is very 
liportant that all steps be taken to reduce fire 
risk in this school. The Department will rely on 
you to see that the staff keep all fire equipment 
in good condition and reedy for use. 


Regarding the dormitories, the Inspector 
states he noticed that there were four bede in which 
two children sleep together. There should be a 
separate bed provided for each child, and I would 
request that you draw this matter to the attention 
of the Principal. She should arrange, as soon as 
possible, to supply the extra beds required.

Sir:- 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 5th instant with reference to Mr.Barry's report on 
the Squamish Residential School at North Vancouver. 


The question of moving the partitions in the 
auditorium building was discussed with the Reverend Mother 
Principal some time ago but she was not enthusiastic 
about it. However this is a very small alteration and 
will be attended to if the Principal still wishes it. 


As it is contemplated to dispense with 
the services of the present manual training instructor, 
I respectfully suggest that no alterations be made by 
him at the present time. While at Sechelt the boys who 
have had only a year or two training would be quite 
capable of doing this work, the Squamish boys could not 
do it. 


Regarding Paragraph 3, I reported two 
years ago that bathing facilities at the school both 
on the boys’and girls’ side were inndequate and re- 
commended shower baths such as we installed at Sechelt. 
They have proved a great success there and the Principal 
said every pupil in the school could have a daily bath 
in forty minutes, whereas bath-tubs mean practically a 
day's work and consequently they are not taken as fre- 
quently as they should be. I have also been advised 
that two children use the same bath water sometimes, which 
is most unsatisfactory. 


I regret I can not agree with the Inspector 
that "the greater part of the work could be done by the 
boys". They know little about carpentry and nothing 
about plumbing and even the manual training instructor 
can not do plumbing. Onaccount of the cost of installing 
new plumbing fixtures in this old school, you ruled 
against the proposed shower baths and presumably such 
ruling would apply also with regard to baths and toilets. 


Regarding the fire buckets, these shelves 
will be lowered and the Reverend Principal advised to 
appoint some one to see that they are always filled. The 
Fire Department's inspector at North Vancouver who 
visits this school regularly when he visits the public 
schools, says these fire buckets are the only ones in 
the City of North Vancouver schools and he doubts their

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usefulness. He says sand would not be advisable as it 

4s useful only in garages and places where gasoline fires 
fire at this school it would have little 

effect. » extinguishers are re-filled and kept 

in thorough good order at all times and the school is 

only a few hundred yards from the fire halle 


With regard to the last paragraph, this was 
taken up with the Reverend Principal before Mr.Barry visited 
the school and I was advised that it was only a temporary 
arrangement which has been adjusted. 


The various partitions which the Inspector 
found in the main school were built by the school janitor 
without expense to the Departmente 


The Reverend Sister Mary Amy, Principal, has 
recently built an exceptionally fine building which completely 
eclipses the school in every way. This building I understand 
is used as @ home by the sisters who teach at the school. 
They formerly lived at the school and their removal has made 
extra space available in the school building for more 
pupils. I believe Inspector Barry has recommended increasing 
the pupilage to seventy, but this should be given the most 
careful consideration as there are several reasons why it 
would be inadvisable. I presume the Department would make 
full investigation before granting any such increaseé. 


Inspector Barry might call on me occasionally 
when he visits schools in this Agency and discuss things 
before he makes his reports so that matters which have 
already been dealt with by the Department are not reported 
again as new business, causing confusion and unnecessary 
correspondence.
